Students at the Nugget Grill and Pub cheered, 
~ clapped and leaped into the air when it was an- 
nounced that President Obama would be returning 
to the White House for a second term. 

The result of the electoral vote was a 303-206 
victory for Obama as of 11:14 p.m. Tuesday night, 
according to the Associated Press. 

“Tm super excited,” Edgar Grajeda, a senior 
philosophy and Latino and Chicano studies major, 
said. “[Obama] seems to care about working class 
students and Cal State students are often working 
class.” 

Obama gave his acceptance speech at McCor-

Obama asked Americans to continue to work to- 
wards a better future, even if they sometimes dis- 
agreed on how to achieve those goals. 

As they watched the electoral votes come in, stu- 
dents continued to express optimism about Obama’s 
chances.

victory in the low 300s,” Associated Students Inc. 
Vice President Jonathon Bolin said.

“This'is a time 
of great challenge for America, and I pray that the 
president will be successful in leading our country.” 

Despite his. positive’ outlook on Obama’s next 
term, Romney expressed regret over disappointing 
his supporters.

~ As Cal State University representa- 
tives and students alike eagerly waited 
for Proposition 30’s results Tuesday 
night, early precincts showed the con- 
test to be too close to call. 

With 51.4 percent of precincts re- 
porting, yes votes for Prop. 30 began to 
take the lead by almost 4 percent. 

If passed, Prop. 30 will raise the 
sales tax by a quarter of a cent for sev- 
en years and increase the income tax 
on those earning more than $250,000 
a year. Cal State Long Beach students 
would also be reimbursed $498 for this _ 
semester’s 9 percent tuition hike. * 

Should Prop. 30 fail, the Cal State

Associated Students Inc. Chief of 
Staff Jorge Soriano said he was more 
concerned about Prop. 30 than the presi- 
dential race. 

“P’m not too optimistic, but we all 

need it to pass,” Soriano said. 

California State Student Association 
Vice President of Legislative Affairs 
Pedro Ramirez said he was “cautiously 


optimistic” of Prop. 30’s passage. 

“IT am hopeful,” he said. “The two 
biggest counties are still wav behind in 
counting their ballots, and they lean to 
the left, so I’m definitely optimistic.” 

Ramirez also said that student voter 
turnout was important as well. 

“My job was to get students out to 
vote, so we'll have to wait and see if we 
were successful,” he said. “So far we’re 
doing pretty good,” 

ASI President John Haberstroh said 
Prop. 30’s passage is essential for Cali- 
fornia’s success in the future. 

“If Prop. 30 passes, it shows Cali- 
fornia is ready to move forward,” he 
said. “If it fails, legislators have let the 


people down, and the people of Cali- 
fornia have let down college students 
and those associated with higher edu- 
cation.” 

While Prop. 30 was on the fence, 
President F. King Alexander said that 
Obama’s election to a second term was 
a good start for college students worried 
about finances. 

“The only thing we know from 
Barack Obama that student interest 
loans will stay low, and there will be a 
good strong fight to keep Pell Grants at 
the highest level possible,” he said. “If 
it turned over tonight, we had no idea 
where it was going, but it probably 
wouldn’t have been in the best interest 


of students.” 

As the presidential election came to a 
close, though, Alexander said the prop- 
osition was too close to call. 

“We all hope it passes. It’s so close, 
and we don’t even know what precincts 
are in and which are not,” he said. “I 
wish I knew as much as anybody else, 
but I don’t.” 2 

However, not everyone at CSULB 


_was hoping for Prop. 30’s passage.

Bungie. Early reviews have said that 
the developer switch does not hurt the 
game and, in fact, might have even 
made it better than previous install- 
ments. 

The game follows the familiar hero 
of the Halo franchise, Master Chief, 
and his trusty holographic sidekick 
Cortana, as they crash land on a mys- 
terious planet populated by an entirely 
new kind of intergalactic villain called 
the Didact. . 

Halo has had the same primary an- 
tagonist, the Covenant, for the entire 
series, so new enemies to kill should 
make the game fresh again. Critics have 
praised the story, music and gameplay 
so far, which could be a bad thing when 
it comes to the vote. 


With these new features, Kroupa 


said he wasn’t willing to leave the 
game. 

“T wasn’t planning on voting. I’m 
completely okay with being a shut- 
in and just playing this game all day,” 
Kroupa said “’m kind of a hard case 
on this one.” 

He is not alone. Recardine to a sur- 
véy from IGN.com, one of the most 
popular gaming news websites online, 
53 percent of gamers said they were 
more likely to wait in line for the new 
Halo installment than to wait in line to 
cast their vote. 

Video games are one of the most prof- 
itable products in the entire world, and 
the Halo series has proved to be very 
popular. There is good chance that gam- 
ers who skip the vote to play the game

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A GOOD DEFENSE IS THE BEST OFFENSE — 


Alex Balcer leads the 
LBSU defense and sets 
up its offensive attack.

When the Long Beach State wom- 
en’s soccer team suffered a 1-0 double- 
overtime loss to Cal State Northridge on 
Senior Day, its biggest disappointment 
wasn’t that it had euenoered a playoff 
spot. 

It was the possibility that its seniors 
had played their last game as 49ers. 

The centerpiece among that group of 
senior leaders is-Alex Balcer, who has 
anchored the 49ers’ backline since her 
freshman year. 

“Tt’s really unfortunate,” Balcer said. 
“But I can’t really be disappointed. Life 
goes on, and I really gave it my all. I 
know that I left everything on the field.” 

Fortunately for Balcer, her efforts 
were rewarded on Monday. LBSU (12-7, 
5-4 Big West Conferenee) was one of 64 
teams selected to take part in this year’s 
NCAA tournament. 

The 49ers only- had an outside shot 
of making the tournament, as they sat 
in 40th “in the end-of-season Ratings 
Percentage Index (RPI). A tough sched- 
ule and a few wins over highly-ranked 
teams, however, ended up being enough 
to get them to the NCAA tournament 
even though they missed the Big West 
tournament. 

Balcer, who sustained a back injury on 
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Alex Balcer (8) turned down schools like USC to play at LBSU, where she has become a top defender. 


Senior Day, said that bypassing the Big 
West.tournament may benefit the team in 
the long run. 

“This could be a blessing in disguise,” 
she said. “Instead of playing two really 
tough games in the conference, which is 
a grind as always, We have time to relax 
and work on our game.” 

For Balcer, missing the NCAA tourna- 
ment would have been a huge disappoint- 
ment after the team went on a Cinderella 
run to the elite eight last year. She has 
been the cornerstone of a current senior 
class that has already done more than 
enough to leave a lasting legacy. 

Nadia Link is often touted as the 


team’s finest talent. This year’s Big West 
Offensive Player of the Year is only one 
goal shy of setting an LBSU record, and 
it’s difficult to argue against that acclaim. 
The most important player on the 
team, however, may be Balcer. Not only 
is she the 49ers’ enforcer defensively, but 
she is also an attacking outlet with an in- 
ventive range of passing from the back. 
“We actually play the game of soccer,” 


. Balcer said. “At this level, too often you 


encounter teams that base their games on 
how physical and athletic they are ... out 
girls aren’t exactly pure athletes, but we 
ping it, play passes and use our skills.” 
What makes Balcer a special player 


is her unique combination of finesse 
and power. She scored three goals in her 
LBSU career, all of which were blasted 
from the midfield. Her goals against Ari- 
zona and Baylor this season were scored 
on free kicks taken from more than 40 


yards away from the goal. 


“T’ve been able to kick the ball really 
far since I was little,’ Balcer said. “I used 
to score so many goals from distance. I 


really can’t tell you how I do it, because 


I’ve never been trained to do it.” 

Balcer, a native of Tucson, Atiz., is a 
rare out-of-state player on the ‘Niners’ 
roster. The cost of an athletic scholar- 
ship for an out-of-state player is twice the 
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amount of an in-state one, but LBSU head 
coach Mauricio Ingrassia had more than 
enough confidence in Balcer to make the 
big investment. 

Balcer, who was also recruited by 
schools. like Southern California and 
Arizona, felt LBSU was better-suited to 
help her fulfill her athletic and academic 
aspirations. 

- “TIngrassia’s coaching] was a huge 
deal,” Balcer said. “Most athletes just go 
to a good school where they can have a 
great time, but I was already familiar with 
Mauricio’s [Ingrassia]. coaching style, so 
I knew Long Beach played good soccer.” 

Balcer came to LBSU with high ex- 
pectations, but her first season with The 
‘Beach in 2009 ended up being just the 
opposite of what she imagined. The 49ers 
suffered their worst season under Ingras- 
sia and their second-worst in program 
history. 

But when the ‘Niners:bounced back 
to win back-to-back Big West titles the 
following. two seasons, the hard-working 
Balcer got her coronation. 

. “First it was shocking,” Balcer said. 
“Obviously, you never expect to do poor- 
ly as.an athlete, but you never anticipate 
to do too well either. It was really good for 
our team that we’ve gone there.” 

This Saturday’s match against Santa 
Clara may be Balcer’s last game in an 
LBSU uniform, but she is still consider- 
ing a future in soccer after graduation. 

“Td really have to weigh my. options,” 
Balcer said. “I can play overseas. That 
would be neat, but I also have some big 
academic and career aspirations. I’m re- 
ally excited to dedicate myself to school. 
If I could play and it’s suited to what I 
want to do academically, I would [play].” 
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
